Cheshire, ss: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Marlow qualified to 
vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in the said 
Town on the second Tuesday of March, next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


‘Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Article 2. To choose a Selectman for the three years 
ensuing. 


Article 3. To choose a Selectman for the year ensuing. 


Article 4. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 


Article 5. To raise or appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the maintenance of the poor. 


Article (5a) To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray Town charges and apply on Town debt. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will apply for Class Five 
money known as T.R.A. and raise the sum of $132.99 and the 
State will contribute $531.95. 


Article 7. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of Highways and Bridges. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum 
of money to lay aside for post war road work. 


Article 9. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for Town Library. 


Article 10. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the observance of Memorial Day. 


Article 11. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for the observance of Old Home Day. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money by temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Article 18. To authorize Tax Collector to give 2 percent 
cash discount on all property taxes both real and personal 
for payment made on or before July 30 of year due. 


Article 14. To see if Town will vote to raise such sums 
of money as may be necessary to improve Town Cemeteries. 


Artiele 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $23.00 for the Monadnock Region 
Association. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell or administer all real estate acquired by the Town 
through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to accept Ceme- 
tery Trust Funds of Frank and Mary Gilman, Arthur M. Davis 
and Edgar Farnum. 


Article 18. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to those items in the Town Budget not covered by the 
preceding articles. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to petition the 
State Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division 
of Municipal Accounting and to make an appropriation to 
cover cost of such audit. 


Article 20. To hear reports of Officers, Agents or Com- 
mittees, heretofore chosen and to pass any vote relating 
thereto, and to transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my annual report as Superintendent of 
Schools: 


ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 


Miss Jane Jeffrey was granted a release from her contract 
in April to permit her to accept a teaching position in Rhode 
Island. Mrs. Ralph Winham was engaged as a substitute 
teacher in the primary room for the remainder of the school 
year. Miss Clara Heselton, Keene Teachers College, wars 
elected as teacher in the four primary grades this year. 


In view of the very acute shortage of teachers, we were 
fortunate in starting the school’year with a qualified teaching 
staff. Some adjustments were necessary in order to meet 
emergency situations, but in every ease, the teachers were 
well prepared for the work assigned to them. 


The problem of finding teachers for our rural schools 

has become very difficult. The few new teachers ‘who are 
~ available early in the season, seek positions in larger towns 
which are convenient to public transportation. The positions 
in these communities usually offer the added inducement of 
higher salaries and fewer grades.

Many schools in the state opened last fall with teachers 
approved only because of the emergency. The supply of this 
type of teacher is also very limited and vacancies during the 
year have been practically impossible to fill. The situation 
next year will be even more serious. 


Our teachers have worked unusually hard this year and 
have willingly accepted all of the increased work and responsi- 
bility placed upon them as a result of the special war time 
activity. 


We must continue to operate our schools at the present 
high standard, if possible. The children now attending school 
eannot relive their school years or make up for the loss of 
benefits to which they are entitled. A good teacher, qualified 
by training and experience, is the most important single factor 
in maintaining standard schools. Each district, I beleve, 
should give attention to’the seriousness of the teacher supply 
situation and should make every possible effort to retain the 
teachers who are now in service in the district. 


The plan of uniformity in the text book adoptions, which 
was established several years ago, has been continued. Under 
this plan new books are purchased within budget limits ac- 
cording to a definite list of book adoptions. The books on 
the list are adapted to the grades for which they are selected 
and conform with the outline of studies prescribed in the 
State Program. In most cases the books on the list of adoptions 
have been selected by groups of teachers or recommended 
after trial by some of our more experienced teachers. This 
plan of introducing new books tends to secure a uniformity 
of instruction in the schools of ‘the supervisory union and bene- 
fits those pupils who move about from school to school. 


In practically all of the districts of the union the budget 
limit for books is established each year at the state average 
cost per pupil. This amount is usually sufficient to purchase 
the additional books for new pupils and to replace worn out 
copies. It does not, however, permit much expansion into 
new or additional material. Our pupils woud benefit if the 
usual budget amount could be supplemented occasionally with 
an additional appropriation for the replacement of outdated

books. The situation is especially necessary in the field of 
social science and the language arts where unusually rapid 
changes in content and instructional method have occurred.

HEALTH 


Good health is a vital factor in constructive, happy, and 
cooperative living. Health education is an integral part of 
the school curriculum. The teacher has innumerable opportu- 
nities to contribute to the healthy growth of children through 
the development of a working health education program. 


A physical examination of each pupil is made annually by 
the school nurse. When necessary, frequent check-ups are 
made. A record of defects is kept and every possible effort 
is made to direct serious attention to correcting them promptly. 


Health inspections showed the following defects: 


39 pupils were inspected. 
1 pupil showed defective vision—uncorrected. 
33 pupils were in need of dental care. 
3 pupils were advised to have throat and nose examina- 
tion by physician. 
5 pupils were underweight. 
4 pupils showed poor posture. 


A dental clinic was held October 4, 1943, work done as 
follows:

One pupil had dental work done privately.

BUILDING AND EQUIPMENT 


The ceilings in both rooms were washed during the sum- 
mer vacation. The plaster wall in the hallway was patched. | 
Two new septic toilet tanks were installed to replace the old 
tanks which were worn beyond repair. Screen doors were 
supplied for both rooms. The locks on several of the windows 
were repaired. A Telecron electric clock was purchased for 
the advanced room. Book shelves were built in the primary 
room.

The very low number of tardinesses for the year is unusual 
and should be especially commended. |
